The Sangamon river Is booming as 
a result of the rainfall of the last two 
or three days and last night the ex- 
pectation was that there would 
be

son If nothing more.

river for forty or more years say that 
the highest water ever known was 
during the spring of 1898. That spring 
the lainfall was the heaviest ever

called a cloudburst 
In fact the rain- 


fall of that particular night 
was 
equal to the rainfall of many summer

That following the rains of 
weeks previous brought the water to 
a point which threatened the county 
bridge and similar structures span- 
ning the Sangamon and the stage of 
•water was them nearly five feet high- 
er than It was last night at 6 o'clock 


In 1892 there were two days when 


all of the bridges across the Sanga- 
mon near Decatur were not In ser- 
vice 'because the approaches were un- 
der water and the current 
having 
washed 
holes In the emfbankmeni 
they were unsafe 
Still the water IB said to be at an 
unusual stage. 
The men at the water 


workH gaid last evening that the water 
had risen twenty Inches during the 
preceding twenty-four hours and that 
If the present rate wag continued by 
morning: it would be at least a foot 
higher. 
The fact that the river Is 
out of its banks and the extent of 
territory coverefl Is much 
greater

The farm laborer is the only one in 


the agricultural class who has had any

cause of the unfavorable weather. In- 
cessant rains have ruined the crops 
and often the farmer 
did not 
get 


enough to pay his rent. 
The farm 


laborer got his hire and while It would 
not be considered attractive here It is 
not so bad there. The farm laborer 
works by the year and he makes a 
contract that he is to have his house 
rent, a patch of ground for his garden 
in which he can raise among other 
things potatoes enough for a year, he 
gets at least one ton of coal and eight- 
een gallons of beer during 
harvest. 


Coal Is worth $5.20 per ton and the 
houses are not hovels but substantial 
brick, as a rule thS size of course de- 
pending largely upon the needs of 
the tenant. The average farm laborer 
needs about three tons of coal annu- 
ally. 


these causes have had opportunity to 
make themselves felt there will be a 
different spirit in control of the unions. 
It is noticeable that men who were 
formerly conservatives have joined the 
liberals in the hope of stemming:

union tide, but thus far the coalition 
has been in vain and now

Best Paid. 
The farm laborer is at present the 


best paid man in England everything 
considered. 
Men who will do farm 


work are scarce. Every one who can 
get away is going to some one of 
the colonies or to the United States. 
At present there Is an outpouring to 
South Africa and many more would go 
away if they had the money to pay 
their fare. Their utter helplessness Is 
all that keeps them there. 


Mr. Wright visited many 
of the 


principal cities of England and in all 
of "them he found the conditions the 
same so far as the building trades are 
concerned. There 
was 
practically 


nothing doing. The men are idle or 
have left the country. 
Personally his visit to his old home 


was delightful. He 
met 
many old 


friends and was handsomely 
enter- 


tained and he came 
home 
feeling 


that he had beefi greatly benefited by 
his sea voyage and his stay in Eng- 
land. The fact that he gained twenty- 
five pounds in weight is sufficient at- 
test that he was well fed while he 
was abroad. 


Good Highway*. 


In one respect he found cause for 


admiration in England and that Is the 
splendid system of highways. He was 
there five Sundays and during that 
time there was almost incessant rain. 
In spite of that fact he met one man 
who, 
each of those Sundays, rode his 


bicycle fifteen miles over the country 
roads and rode home again that eve- 
ning. 
He said that in spite of the 


rain there was not a time when he 
was in England that he could not walk 
over the country roads without get- 
ting his feet muddy.

He was 88 years old and, during

freedom1.

Fa>m Rents High. 


Mr. Wright said that he visited one 


man who farms 1200 acres of rented 
and and conducts operations on 
a/ 
arge scale. 
The wet seasons have 


been disastrous to that man and In 
wo years he has lost £7000. For that 
1200 
acres of land he pays from 30 


;o 50 shillings rent per acre and that 
s the way rents average all through 
:he country, depending of course upon 
:he quality of the land. The rents are 
too high and for land that could not 
command $3 per acre here the usual 
price is 30 shillings or $7.20 per an- 
num. 


Mr. Wright says that the cost of 


Ivlng there is fully as great as it is 
here. He says he can buy a bette"r suit 
of clothes here for his money than he 
can buy in England. As an instance of 
:he cost of food stuffs he said that meat 
that would be worth buying costs a 
shilling a pound. A stone (14 pounds) 
of flour costs 60 cents and the chances 
are that it will be flour milled in the 
United States. Here Is something for 
the United States farmer to consider. 
In all political campaigns there Is a 
cry that American labor shall be pro- 
tected from the pauper labor of Europe 
and yet the English farmer complains 
that he cannot ' compete 
with the 


wheat grown in the United States and 
shipped to that country. 


One of the big farmers asked Mr, 


Wright to appeal to the farmers In 
the United States and ask them to 
keep the price of wheat 
up to 
35 


shillings per quarter else 
they (the 


Englishmen) were ruined. They 
say 


they are selling at 28 shillings a quar- 
ter when it actually costs 30 shillings 
to produce it. 


While there is much wheat 
from 


this country shipped to England to 
be milled there, the English consumer 
prefers the flour made in this coun- 
try. 
It Is better, a finer grain. The 


bulk of the flour milled In England is 
made tn the old fashioned way be- 
tween mill stones and the 
country 


mills are all driven by big windmills. 
Roller mills are not seen.

hours cleverly burying two sentences,

with portent lous 
meaning 


deep In a long winded and otherwise 
meaningless message. In about an hour 
after he had supposed his wonderful 
coup had restored friendly feelings be- 
tween himself and his office he would 
receive a message from the affable 
and accomplished 
Japanese censor, 


saying; "Dear sir I regret to Inform 
you that it was necessary to strike out 
that, portion of your message between 
words 234 and 416 inclusive. Very sin- 
cerely." 


Then the correspondent would be 


observed In a quint corner sadly poi-

sage he had sent, counting the words 
to find out just what had been In- 
cluded between "words 234 and 415."
